Bedrock has all the things we have too, except 
they reflect their own primitive life style. 

The transportation is in cars like the log-wheeled 
Flintmobile that rolls along as fast as Fred 
Flintstone’s legs can carry him. 




The home video set is known as shell-o-vision, 
which uses a large clam shell as a set. 

The family sewing machine is a trained 
woodpecker who runs up a seam with a few well 
placed beak pecks. 

Bedrock is full of many interesting primitive 
inventions, using sticks and stones, hides and bbnes, 
shells, and very talented dinosaurs.

Here George 
Jetson, wife Jane, daughter Judy, and son Elroy use 
jet cars, space flyers, exotic communicators as 
common place conveniences. Even their future dog 
Astro has an antenna attached to his tail. When it 
comes to the drudgery of housework, the Jetsons 
rely on Rosey the Robot maid who zips about taking 
care of her assigned computerized duties. 

Hanna-Barbera’s imagination factory has also gone 
into far off space and created a new planet, home of 
a collection of unique creatures known as The 
Herculoids.
